Patients Sent to Wnro 


For both males and females the 


State Department of Health now 
has a rapid treatment center for 
syphilis nt Waco to which three 
patents n^re sent during Decem- 
ber., two white females nnd one 
colored male. Those under treat- 
ment at the clinic in either of the 
three infections stages mentioned 
are advised to take treatment nt 
the rapid treatment center, but no 
one is compelled to 
do so.

whenever a aurviceman is discharg- 
ed from the armed forces with 
either a venereal disease or tuber- 
culosis, a. record of his case is fur- 
nished tho local clime If the veter- 
an's addrsss la Corsicana or any 
part of Navarro County. The health 
department Is then supposed to 
keep up contact with the veteran 
and furnish him any needed medi- 
cal advice or treatment. 


In the work of tuberculosis con- 


trol the clinic gave five persons 
tuberculin tests and as a result of 
these teats had x-ray examinations 
given to thret persons too poor to 
pay for this service. 


In communicable disease control 


11 immunizations were made for 
small pox and 18 for 
diphtheria.
